UNFAIR TACLICS OF THE STATA ATTORNEY. 

The course potsned by the counsel 
for the State was nefair thronglont the 
trial, A few examples of tho strategy 
aud tactios they employed will prove 
this accusation. ‘They were permitted 
to imitate Mark Antony when he ins 


mane 


flamed the passions of the Roman popu- 
lace by pointing them to tCicsar’s yesturo 
wounded.” "They wero permitted lo 
show the Jury not only the wounded 
yesture of Mathias Degas, but also that 
of several other men whose names were 
notin the indictment nt all, They wera 
permitted to call the attention of the 
jury to tho blood upon the vesture after 


tho stylo of Antony, when he said: 


“See what arent the cnylous Casca inate, 
Through this, the well-bcloved Brutus 
atnbted, 1 
And us he pluckodhis cursed steci awny, 
Mark how the bloodol Citsur followed ite" 


Tho‘artful stump-epeech of Antony 
was perfectly legitimate.” It waa not 
made ina judicial procemling, but in n 
political contest, Ho wis ot the oppo- 
eito party tothat of Brutna. Tho strug- 
gle between them was for tho possession 
of the offices and the control of the 
governmont; but had Antony been 
State's Attorney, prosecuting Drutus 
and Oassins under an indictment for 
the murder of Omsar, the Raman judges 
would not have allowed him to practice 
before a jury in the Court IHouso the 
methods he employed in the streets bor 
fore a mob. hv object of Antony in 
Cmsar's case, and of tho counsel Lor the 
people in Degan's conse, were alike to ex» 
cite feelings of nuger and revengo ip 
the men they wers talking to, tho jury 
in the one case, tho mob in the other, 
‘There was no dispute whatever about tho 
manner of Degan's dently gud therefore 
the exposuré 6f this” ‘wounded yeatiro 
to the jury waa useless and supertiuons, 
except as an appeal for vengeance. The 
Supremo Court, unwilling to sanction 
uch a method, finds a wonk oxcuee for 
it, and mildly rebukes it, thus: 


Tho articles In question were presented in 
thecondition in which they were left aftor 
boing exposed to tha force of an exploding 
tomh, tor the mirpose of showing ito power 
of dynamite ag an explosivo substance. 
White thls kind of testimony may not have 
been very malortial, we cannot soa that ti was 
to such an extentincompetont na to juatity a 
roversill, 


No, it is not pretended that overy 
error isenongh of itself to justify a ro- 
yorsal, but when the errors are wulti+ 
tudipous, na thoy aro in this case, a new 
trial onght to Lave beeu allowed, ‘Tha 
power of dynamite as an explosive sub- 
stance waa not in issue. It was conceded 
that dynamite waa an explosive sub- 
stance, and thata dynamite bomb killed 
Degan, Tbo jury know that dyna- 
mite was an explosive substanca, 
They knew it as well before tho torn 
and bloody clothing was extobited as 
they did afterward, Mark Antony could 
as pertinently say that te showed the 
rent vesture of Cwsar to convinces the 
people that daggers had the “ower to 
cut, ‘Lhe excuse faile; the purpose of 
the exhibition is too plait, 

The counsel for tba State wore pors 
milted to put leading questions to their 
own witnesses, notably to Gilmer, the 
most rickety witnessof all, Ife aworo 
that he saw the bomb thrown, and could 
recognize the man who threw it, A por- 
trait of Schna bolt was handed to fim, 
and he was nasked if thot waa the ronan. 
llis answer wae, “I soy that ia the man 
thet threw the bomb out of the alley.” 
The question was lending, for it led 
the witness at once to the desired an- 
swer, yes. Theofferof the picture by 
itself foridentifiention was unfair, It 
should have been mized with others and 
the witness required to select the portrait 
of Schnaubelt, without aid or anggoa- 
tion from anybody. So he was permited, 
in s theatrical way, to point out Spiea 
aa the man who Hgbted the fuse, Chia 


was nll done after tho — style 
and oinanner of minor  thenters 
where the villain of the play ia 


accidentally identified by a stranger who 
suddenly appenra upon thoseene, Itia 
amazing that the Snprerma Court al- 
lowed {itself tn be unposal pou by this 
bit of melodrama. Ilero jis the way 
thescone is deacribel in the writles 
opinion: 

“When rhown a photograph or scunabelt, 
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ho sud: $ 
the bomb out of tho alley.” When agkod 
who the man was that came froni the wagon 
towards the group referred to, apd Harhted 
the mateh, he pointed to the defendant Solos 
and aghl,"thatig tho man, right there. 


This, if uatural would bo impressive, 
but if was entirely mochnntent 
phd urtificinl, As the mummory of 
stage ideatifiention is rehearsed behind 
the sconos, so was lhis, Tho witness had 
rehearsed his part, and very likely had 
studied the pieturo. Ftbad boen shown 
to the witnesses for the Btnto by tho As- 
sistant District Attorney, in his own 
office, audit fe morally cortain that it 
had beon shawn to Gilmer, $0, as to 
Spies, Gilmor had soeu tho priscnera 
day after day and knew thomall A 
performance which could impress a calm 
judicial body like the Supreme Court 
must have mado n stil) grenter impres- 
siou on tho jury, 

It is shown by n chain of impartial 
circumstances that the tostimony of 
Gilmer cannot possibly be true, He is 
coutradletad by the positive testimony 
of a gront mauy witporses for the de- 
fenuso. Mais contradicted by the nega- 
tive testimony of witnessos for the 
prosecution. His testimony and theirs 
cannot bo reconalled, His testimony ia 
inconsistent with itself, and it is contra. 
dicted by inanimate witnesses that oaos 
not lio,~-the street? the alloy, the housea 
fu the neighborhood of the trugedy, tho 
wagon, the pile of lumber pd the 
slulure of Gebnaubelt, ‘Kheea--n}} boar 
witness thut tho testimony of Gilmer is 
not true, It is impossible counsel for 
the State could havo belioved it at 
the closo of tho trjal, though 
they may havo believed 1b nt tho begins 
ning, Notwithstanding its demonstrat. 
ed falsity the testimony of Cilmor waa 
played on thegury with groat ingenuity, 
It was reinforced from Dea Moines so 
thatit might Jast watil tho rendition of 
tho verdict. Ita importance to the Stato 
was very great. for it was the only thread 
that connected any of the dofendants 

with the actual throwing of the bomb, 
and though it was wenk as the thread of 
smoke that rises from the burning ond 
ofa cigar, it played an awful partin tho 
doomot sovou men, More than uny 
other part ol thu secondary ovidence, it 
controled the Jury; and aHbough tho 
Supreme Court ovideully diatrnetod it, 
nud oven tlishehoved at, the tremendous 
judgmant of tho conrt tries to reat upon 
vt. Unensy thero, it throws tho re: 
sponsibility upon the jury, nud seeks a 
fonudwion somewhere olse, Horo is 
the nervous exprossion of the Court!

“Not necessary to pass any opinion!’
